the use of ordinary open laoipi in the 
presence of the death-dealing fire- 
damp, says the New York Tribune 
The inventor would have been forced 
to conclude that his lamp had in some 
way failed to prove its efficiency and 
yet such IB far from being the truth 
Sa well has the Davy lamp maintained 
its value as a safeguard for the coa 
miner that in spite of many later de- 
vices in the way of mining lights i 
has always been found, on the whole 
the most satisfactory, and, with sligh 
modifications, is the one used wher 
ever a safety lamp is desired. 


But just here lies the point men 


noted in the first sentence: A vas 
number of coal miners cttll lightly dis 
regard the dangers they work in daily 
prefer an ordinary lamp or candle an< 
cannot 4* induced to use any other 
In the report of the explosion in th 
Entire mine at Brownsville, Pa., 
where several lives were lost, thert 
was this simple hut s'.gaiScout sen 
tence: 


"The men wore open lamps, such aa 


are used in all the Monongahela rive 
mines." 


No explanation or excuse accom 


panied the statement, it merely de- 
ecribes a state of things which has 
long existed in that part of Pennsyl 
vania. The mines of Fayette county 
along the Monongahela, and also thos 
a few miles to the northeast, in West 
moreland county, have been regarded 
for many years as being comparatively 
free from firedamp. This reputation 
has caused even more than the usua 
carelessness among the miners who 
work there and the safety lamp is an

Hence it is 
that Mrs. Annie Benson, wife ot a pros- 
perous farmer livng near Fowbles- 
burg, Md.. is regarded by all who know 
her to be an exceedingly jTiiy ilght 
when seated on her favorite thorough- 
bred mare. Mrs Beneon is a slender, 
blue-eyed country-woman of 
well- 


rounded figure and has been riding 
horses almost ever since she can re- 
member anything. She began riding 
when she was 5 years old, and ht-r 
father used to put her on the back of a 
great animal wnile he guided the plow 
behind. She has broken colts, been 
kicked and bitten by horses, thrown 
out of buggies and had divers other ex- 
periences of the kind, but has never 
been thrown from the back of a horee 
Mrs Benson says, in discussing the 
difficulties which confront girls Just be- 
ginning to ride: "The entire secret of 
being a good rider, I think, lies in not 
being afraid of yonr horse. This is the 
one great essential, but there are some 
other things just as necessary to know, 
When a girl gets on a horse, if she is 
in the least bit frighten«u. tiss horse 
knows it, and that knowledge has a de- 
moralizing effect upon it, especially if 
it happens to be a thinking horse.
